marine, buried six feet deep in the 
hard blue clay of the ocean floor. Pick 
and shovel could not be handled by 
the diver in his cumbersome diving 
rig. The exertion would have been 
too great for his panting lungs and 
strained heart. So when Bailey, the 
first man to tackle the task, slid down, 
he dragged with him one end of a fire 
hose. With the pressure of its brass 
nozzle he was to wash a hole under 
the submarine through which we could 
haul the chains for the cradle. 

Upon Bailey's order shouted through 
the diving telephone, a valve was 
twisted wide open and the limp hose 
became hard as iron; the pulsating 
fire pump began to drive the steam 
through. We watched the huge clus- 
ters of air bubbles, the exhaust from 
the diver’s helmet, and wondered how 
he was making out with his tunneling, 
when the telephone rang again. This 
time the order was to turn off the 
water, because the kick from the pow- 
erful stream rushing from the fire hose 
had torn the nozzle from Bailey's 
hands and sent him sprawling back- 
ward on the ocean bottom. 

We shut off the water, and Bailey 
soon found the hose and dragged it 
back alongside the submarine. The 
water was turned on again, this time 
easier. With a gentler pressure the 
diver could work an hour, after which, 
leaving the hose below, we started 
pulling him up, pausing at each stage 
of his ascent to allow him to “decom- 
press.” For the next hour and a half 
he dangled in the icy water of the 
North Atlantic—a trying ordeal for a 
man exhausted by a long period of dif- 
ficult work. But this was the only 
way of avoiding the _ diver’s most 
dreaded disease, “the bends.” 

At last Bailey was heaved in over 
the rails and explained the situation. 
There was no doubt that we had a 
tough job before us. Under a layer of 
a few inches of sand, the bottom was 
very hard rock and the cutting ex- 
ceedingly difficult. 

Day after day, one after another, 
our best divers struggled with that 
tunnel and fought with the mud, The 
going was terribly slow, although our 
men were now able to handle a little 
more pressure. Much time was lost 
in changing the divers, and because of 
this and of our exposed position, it 
was not possible to get more than six 
men down even on a good day, Pre- 
cious hours were lost in replacing the 
washing hoses, which were cut in half 
or torn apart in the effort to pull them 
free from the mud or the superstruc- 
ture of the submarine. Often the 
divers lost their sense of direction and 
wasted time in trying to locate the 
tunnel entrance. 

The clay was so heavy that, when 
cut, it would not stay in suspension in 
the water but settled in the tunnel 
around the diver, greatly hampering 
his work. 

The average for each day of work 
was about a foot. We were two feet 
from the keel on the port side, under 
the deepest point of the “S-51," when 
Francis Smith was taking his turn 
with the hose in the tunnel. He work- 
ed in utter solitude and total black- 
ness, 135 feet below the heaving sur- 
face of the ocean, where not a sound, 
not a sign penetrated, In the midst 
of a black stream of freezing water, 
heavy with mud and clay, he lay 
stretched out in a _ hole searcely 
larger than his body, pressing the 
throbbing hose closely to himself. 

He worked for twenty minutes, then 
the telephone tender got a call from 
him. He was in a bad position and 
was asking for help. 

On the other side of the submarine 
Joe Biben, himself a splendid diver, 
was already working, and I ordered 
him to climb over the boat to the tun- 
nel and help Smith. 

We thought that perhaps turning 
off the water would help him, as we 
could not make out what had happen- 
ed, I called through the phone but 
he almost screamed back to keep the 
water going, as the tunnel had caved 
in behind him,
